AN IMPORTANT DIAMOND ROB- 


BERY TRACED DOWN, 


Scooped 
Successful Police Maid of a Gam- 
bling Hell Under the Nadeau—A 
Policeman's Break.

How California Was Filibustered. 
The volume of H. H. Bancroft’s his- 


tor§ which treats of the conquest of 
California from Mexico throws a new 


and valuable light on this subject. It 


strips from a pathfinder or two some of 
the credit that has been popularly given 
them, and shows the intrigues by which 
our government sought to acquire this 
territory. 
When the Administration decided to 
declare war with México it determined 
that the war should be one of conquest. 
Larkin was appointed confidential 
agent at Monterey in 1846, with in- 
structions to intrigue with leading 
Californians so as to gain their friend- 
ship, and to lead them to revolt from 
Mexico and declare California an 
independent republic. He was to have 
them understand that when they had 
once cut loose from Mexico, they would 
be gladly welcomed into the United 
States. It was the Texas plan, and 
the Administration hoped to secure the 
coveted province, apparently by the 
action of the inhabitants themselves. 
This plan developed admirably. Larkin 
found Vallejo and other leading Cali- 
fornians disposed to listen to his 
whisperings, and he reported that Cali- 


fornia would soon voluntarily become 


a possession of the Union. ä 

Before Larkin's plans had time to 
fully. mature, however, war was de- 
clared with Mexico and Cémmodore 
Sloat, who had been lingering in Mexi- 
can ports waiting for definite, informa- 
tion of the declaration of hostilities, 
received the news he was waiting for, 
and finally mustered courage enough to 
sail to Monterey. His coming of course 
superseded Larkin’s work, and when 
the dilatory commander at length 
raised the stars and stripes at Monte- 
rey on the 7th of July, 1846, California 
was lost to Mexico. Had no other 
influences been at work the conquest 
would probably have been a bloodless 


‘one. The leading inhabitants had long 


been jealous of the distant central 
power seated in the Mexican capital, 
and Larkin had made them ready to 
become American citizens. 
But blood was shed, and the friendly- 


disposed people were driven to arms wi

A Great Strike Inaugurated 
at New York. 


The Longshoremen Pool ‘Issues with 
the Coal-handlers, 


And Cause Stagnation in the Commerce 
of the Metropolis. 


Ocean Steamers Unable to Obtain Coal or Trans- 
fer Freight—The Men Ordered to Stop 
Work by the Knights of Labor 
The Strike Spreading.

New. York, Jan. 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The longshoremen are considering 
the question of having a general strike all 
along the docks and piers of the city. An 
order was issued yesterday fo all coal shovel- 
ers to refuse to handle “scab” coal. The re- 
sult is that no coal is being landed in the 
city. The stoppage will affect all the steam- 
ship lines, which are dependent on them for 
ordinary supplies. The union of the coal 
shovelers have as members all men who un- 
load canal-boats or barges of coal. The 
longshoremen handle coal for the steamship 
lines the same as regular merchandise. The 
two unions are affiliating. The longshore- 
men will not handle coal for any 8

Trouble’ is expected at the Cunard pier.

They convicted me, and it was the only 
safe thing, as far as they themselves 
were concerned, that they could have 
done. The Judge sentenced me to 
eight years’ imprisonment on November 
30th, and I served two days. I was 
1 in jail under guard of fifty sol- 

, and there were twenty policemen 
on the outside. I was the only prisoner, 
but they were naturally afraid that 
some one might try to rescue me. 

» got extra rations from outside, 
and a boy used to come in every even- 
ing and clean my cell. The guard 
changed watch at 6 o’clock every night. 
The second day of my sentence I man- 
aged to get a suit of clothes which 
looked enough like those worn by the 
boy, and at the changing of the watch 
I changed my clothes and shaved off 
my mustache, which was pretty long. 


Then I picked up my slop pail and 


walked out as quiet and easy as you 
please. As soon as I got out of sight I 
started on a dead run for the Chagres 
River.

INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 


Ancient Christian Insc ions Found 
in.an Old Mine in Greece. 
[Correspondence London Atheneum.] 

A discovery of the highest impor- 
tance has just taken place at Laurium. 
In the ancient silver mines, from the 

ion of which Athens dates her 
grandeur, the wealth derived therefrom 
having enabled Then:istocies to build 
her fleet and Perichs to adorn her 
Acropolis with the genis of architecture 
and sculpture, many objects have been 
found belonging to the Grecian work- 
men, but nothing hitherto denoting the 
resence of Christians, except a few 
terra-cotta workmen’s lamps having in 
relief upon them the cross.or other 
Christian symbols. Some members of 
the French School at Athens, were 
engaged recently in exploring the nar- 


place called Pazzo Anemone, between 
the two great workings of the French 
company at Camaresa and Sureza, sud- 
denly came upon some short inscriptions 
cut in the rock, which, to their at 
surprise, proved to be undoubtedly of 
Christian origin. Whether these were 
records left by the persecuted Christians 


Romans, as we know they were sent to 
work in the mines of Sardinia, Egypt 
and the Caucasus, cannot now, perhaps 
be ascertained. The extreme difficulty 
of deciphering these inscriptions may 
be judged by the narrow and almost 
impassable nature of the galleries 
of the ancient mines, such as I 
described them in this localit? in a 
letter to the Atheneum in March of last 
year. Of these inscriptions five or six 
were identified by MM. Diehl and Radel 
as clearly Christian, very like those 
found in the Roman Catacombs. 
Crosses appear frequently upon them, 
and they eonsist of Christian phrases 
or maxims and invocations of God. 
They will be published shortly with 
illustrations in the Bulletin de Corre- 
spondence Hellenique.
